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ATV accident in Sumpter 


Township leaves five hurt 4

Michelle Reaume, 23, decided to take 
one last ride on her ATV just after midnight 
on Sunday during a get-together she hosted 
around a bonfire at her home in the 22000 
block of Haggerty in Sumpter Township. 
She was driving an estimated 45 mph 
when she said she lost control of her four- 
wheeler when she went around a tree to 
head back to the gathering. 
The ATV plowed into a pink tent with four 
little girls sleeping inside and then flipped 


and struck adults who were sitting in chairs 
by the bonfire. 

The result was chaos, in the words of 
Sumpter Township Detective John Toth, 
saying he has never seen an accident scene 
like this one. 

Besides Sumpter Police and Fire Fighters, 
Van Buren Township Fire Fighters were 
on the scene and Lt. Dockter from Huron 
Township. Det. Toth said he lost track of 
how many ambulances were there, since so 
many victims had to be transported.

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Van Buren DDA gets $774, 620 grant for Belleville Rd. updates 


The Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority (DDA) was 
informed last week that it has been awarded 
$774,620 of state funds through Wayne 
County to upgrade Belleville Road from 
the South I-94 Service Drive to Tyler Road 
to make it safer. 

Work is expected to begin in July. 

Each year, the State of Michigan 
distributes highway funding (ACT 51 
funds) to counties, cities and villages that 
have roadway ownership and maintenance 
responsibilities. 

This year, the State allocated $6.3 million 
to Wayne County to fund one-time only 
projects. Funded projects require a focus 
upon safety improvements. 

According to SEMCOG data, the section 
of Belleville Road from I-94 to Tyler is 
rated 13th highest for crashes in Wayne 
County, with an average of 56 collisions 
per year. 

In a press release sent out April 23 by the 
VBT Supervisor’s office, it was claimed 
many of these crashes are avoidable through 
the use of modern signal equipment and 
coordination of the traffic signals in the 
corridor. 

At its April 2 special meeting, DDA 
members voted to apply for this grant to 
improve safety along Belleville Road, and 
match the road’s streetscape to promote 
business development throughout the VBT 
DDA District, referred to as the township’s 
“downtown.” 

VBT DDA was one of 11 projects to be 
approved for funding in Wayne County. 
Thirty-eight had applied. 

Project highlights 

The new signals at intersections will be 
similar to the equipment being installed at 
the Ecorse/Belleville Road intersection. 

e All traffic signals replaced from Tyler 
Road south to the South I-94 Service Drive 
will include mast arms and illuminated 
street name signs. 

e Six existing traffic signals will be 


replaced with modern equipment. 

e A new traffic signal will be added 
between Meijer and Walmart as part of the 
township’s access management plan for 
Belleville Road. 

e The project will also address deteriorated 
pavement areas, broken curbs, emergency 
prep timing, and noncompliant pedestrian 
ramps. 

Pedestrian countdown signals in 
conjunction with the improved pedestrian 
ramp facilities is expected to increase 
safety for pedestrians and improve overall 
walkability of the corridor. 

DDA Executive Director Susan Ireland 
said the DDA Board is eager to address the 
safety issues on Belleville Road with the 
potential for attracting a thriving business 
community to downtown Van Buren on 
Belleville Road, connecting it to the City 
of Belleville’s downtown. 

“This expansive project is able to be 
performed because of the conscientious and 
fiscally responsible DDA board, which was 
able to financially match and even enhance 
the project without seeking loans or bonds 
to fund the endeavor,” Ireland said. 

“The Belleville Road renovation project 
will bring safety to its pedestrians and 
travelers and promote an attractive thriving 
business community in downtown Van 
Buren Township.” 


Mast arms similar to these will be used 
throughout the corridor to improve safety, 


traffic flow and aesthetics. Decorative 
illuminated street name signs will be 
used throughout the corridor to increase 
visibility and help direct motorists and 
shoppers to their destinations.

VBT DDA moves forward with plan to replace unsightly fence

At its March 23 regular meeting, the Van 
Buren Township Downtown Development 
Authority (DDA) directed its planning 
consultants to put together a request for 
bids for a simulated wood vinyl fence for 
1,300 feet along Belleville Road between 
Harmony Lane and Sunrise. 

The contractor would be asked to remove 
the old chain-link fence there, remove the 
vegetation, and put up the privacy fence. 
It was pointed out several trees could be 


saved by slightly altering the route of the 
fence. 

Sally Hodges from McKenna Associates 
said studies show the unsightly fence is in 
the Wayne County right of way and the 
county has final say on the fence. 

DDA Executive Director Susan Ireland 
said at the DDA’s April meeting that the 
county now believes the fence was put in 
place in the 1940s by Henry Ford around 
his farm field. Earlier accounts said the 
fence was put in place in the 1960s by a 
housing developer. 


Preliminary costs show a six-foot, black 
chain link fence would be about $29 a 
foot or $38,000; a chain link fence with 
slats, suggested by the county, would be 
$46,800; and a vinyl privacy fence with 
wood grain flat finish in white is $46,800, 
with colored $49,400. A live, English Ivy 
wall was not agreeable to the DDA since 
there is a watering issue. 

There were concerns about spending 
about $50,000 and yearly maintenance 
once it’s installed. 

“It’s an expense, but it’s just part of the 


other expenses we’ve done for the DDA 
district,” said DDA member Jim Richter. 

VBT Supervisor Linda Combs said, “I’m 
thinking about this other project that we 
applied for funding for. I think the wood- 
grain fence would enhance that project as 
well.” 

She referred to the grant that since has 
been approved for Act 51 funds to upgrade 
Belleville Road to improve safety between 
I-94 and Tyler Road. 

Director Ireland said she made a site

Last-minute grant 
opportunity great 
catch for VBT 


The minutes of a special April 2 meeting 
of the Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority spells out how 
the DDA happened to get more than three 
quarters of a million dollars to spend on 
Belleville Road. 

The news release from Karin LaMothe 
at the township is published on page three 
of today’s paper. The April 2 minutes were 
approved at the DDA’s April 23 meeting. 

Wade Trim brought the information that 
the township had to act quickly to apply 
for a part of the $6.3 million of the state 
surplus allocated to SEMCOG for dispersal 
throughout the various Municipal Planning 
Organizations. 

SEMCOG allocated those funds to 
MPO Wayne County for projects that 
can be designed and implemented IN 
THIS FISCAL YEAR. This is a one-time 
opportunity and the DDA had to move 
quickly to get it. 

Since Wayne County owns and maintains 
roadways in VBT, it is the agency that would 
receive these funds and use them on the 
township’s behalf to make improvements 
to Belleville Road. 

Wade Trim presented a proposal to 
the DDA and then the DDA approved 
authorizing Wade Trim to design the 
project — which carries a 30% match — and 
apply for the grant. Which it did -- and the 
DDA got word three weeks later that it got 
the grant. 

Fast work. Hope it makes the road safer.

Last week, I wrote about Gleaners and 
some things I wrote were not correct 
because I misunderstood the information. 

Gleaners, actually, planned to come to 
Belleville in May. (There was no donation 
to make this happen, but, I was told 
Gleaners always accepts donations.) The 
volunteer in charge told Gleaners not to 
come any more because she wasn’t being 
paid to work there and couldn’t any more. 

Actually, the school cut off pay for Cathy 
Bandy and Kim Nofz nine months ago and 
they have been working as volunteers all 
that time. They were being paid $12,500 
each and that stopped. They say they have 
been working for free because of the needs 
of people in the community. When their 
phone was cut off after spring break, that’s 
when they decided they had to stop. 

I remember about two years ago when 
Cathy Bandy announced that Gleaners was 
coming to bring free food to the hungry 
families from South Middle School because 
they qualified as to need. That was just for 
the summer, when the kids wouldn’t be 
getting the free breakfasts and lunches. It 
kept getting extended, but it was a big job 
locally to get all the details in order each 
month. 

I’ve heard reports from some of the 
volunteers who worked there and how 
good it made them feel to help get food to 
those really in need in the community. 

But the program was cut off from school 
funds in the new budget because, they 
said, the superintendent said the school 
funds should be spent for education and 
social needs should be provided by other 
agencies. That’s understandable with less 
money for education.

VBT plans to add fifth 
home invasion charge to 
Brian Baker’s offenses

Brian Bernard Baker, 17, of Van Buren 
Township was brought to 34" District Court 
from the Wayne County Jail on April 24 to 
face a preliminary exam ona Home Invasion, 
2™ Degree, charge. 

That home invasion was at 41408 Coolidge 
Street in Haggerty Subdivision on April 12 
when police caught him red-handed. 

But, when he got to court VBT Police had 
three more home invasion charges waiting 
for him, with one more on the way. 

Baker’s retained attorney James McGuiness 
was about to waive the preliminary exam 
on the April 12 charge when Judge David 
Parrott noted there were three other charges 
filed on which Baker hadn’t been arraigned. 

Judge Parrott said he would adjourn the 
first charge for a week so all the charges 
could be kept together at the district court 
level and go to Circuit Court together. Baker 
remained in custody and all four charges will 
have their preliminary exams on May 1. 

Judge Parrott then arraigned Baker on the 
additional three charges: 

e Home Invasion, 2™ Degree, at 10991 
Buchanan St. on Feb. 19; 

e Home Invasion, 1“ Degree; Larceny from 
the Person; Larceny in a Building; Weapons 
— Felony Firearm; on March 15 at 10637 
Jackson Street; and 

e Breaking and Entering a Building with 
Intent and Home Invasion, 2° Degree 
(attempt) on March 25 at 11130 Van Buren 
St. (He allegedly broke into the garage, and 
tried to get into the house.) 

Baker, who stood mute to the new charges, 
was in jail on a $25,000 cash bond for the 
original charge. 

His attorney asked Judge Parrott to set 
$1,000 bonds on the three new charges since 
his client is just 17 years old, unemployed, 
and stays with his father. 

Judge Parrott complied and set $10,000 
or 10% ($1,000) on each of the additional 
charges. 

Baker was arrested April 12 after 
undercover Van Buren Township police 
officers witnessed him leaving a house 
in Haggerty Subdivision in possession of 
stolen property taken from that residence, 
said Lt. Kenneth Floro. 

Baker subsequently confessed to four 
home invasions in Haggerty Sub and the 
Investigative Division served a search 
warrant at his residence where they 
recovered additional stolen property and 
illegal narcotics, Lt. Floro said. 

Over the past weeks, the VBT Police 
Department investigated a series of 
home invasions in Haggerty Sub and an 
investigation led to a possible suspect that 
lived in the area. 

Police saw the suspect leaving his home 
on foot and heading to Haggerty Sub the 
morning of April 12 and they set up “rolling 
surveillance.’ Plain clothes detectives 
maintained close surveillance while patrol 
officers secured an outer perimeter, until he 


was seen with the stolen goods and arrested, 
Floro said. 

A fifth charge has been approved by the 
Wayne County Prosecutor’s office and will 
be added to the other charges, according to 
police. 

The March 15 break-in on Jackson Street 
included Baker allegedly stealing a Smith 
& Wesson 357 revolver from the resident, 
James Laine, along with two laptops. Having 
the gun on his person during the robbery 
brought the felony firearm charge. 

VBT Police said attorney McGuiness 
told them he planned to waive the April 12 
charge, but to hold preliminary exams May 
1 on the three other charges on which his 
client was arraigned.

visit with Director of Engineering, Wayne 
County Department of Public Services, 
Ron Agacinski and his deputy and they 
agreed the fence is in the county right of 
way. 

Hodges said the county told Ireland that 
the DDA could replace the fence as long as 
it made sure that it was in the exact location 
and they made sure that the paperwork 
went to the right people. 

Hodges said that the county suggested 
replacement with chain-link fencing, but 
it’s not typically what they’d like to see in 
the DDA district. 

“It sounds like they left the door open 
to some other alternative,’ Hodges said, 
adding that’s why Ireland asked the DDA 
to look at alternatives. 

“Whatever we do, is going to take out 
a lot of vegetation because it’s extremely 
overgrown with vines. There are tree limbs 
growing through it. There are trees on top. 
There are pieces of fence where a property 
owner has put slats in the fence. There are 
places where the property owner has left 
the fence there and built their own fence 
behind it,” Hodges said. 

DDA member Robert Bechtel asked why 
they don’t just take the fence down and 
throw it away and not put a new fence up? 

“It’s not our fence,” Ireland replied. 

“The neighbors there have grown 
accustomed to having a fence,’ Hodges 
said. “There is commercial traffic and 
foot traffic across the street on a major 


thoroughfare. If I lived there, I might worry 
about someone walking into my backyard. 
There will be a loss of vegetation so you'll 
be able to see in the backyards, unless you 
choose a screening option.” 

Ireland voiced concerns about people’s 
pets getting out on the road. 

DDA Secretary Sophie Zoller asked why 
they can’t put their own fence up. 

Hodges said the public concern is the 
look of roads like Sheldon, where you see 
different fences, some needing repairs. 
Some are vinyl, some are wood. 

“People are used to having the fence there,” 
said DDA vice-chairman Craig Atchinson. 
“If you take that fence away, your phone is 
going to be ringing. Cosmetically we need 
to replace it with something... I think we 
need to do it for the community.” 

“Who is going to take responsibility for 
it?” asked DDA member Edward Miller. 

The landscaper from McKenna Associates 
said landscaping with shrubs would soften 
the curve. There was agreement, however, 
that the DDA just consider the fence, not 
landscaping, because of the watering 
issue. The landscaper said Wayne County 
suggested the chain link because it would 
be easier to bend around the trees. 

“Leaving what’s there is not an option for 
the DDA district,” said Richter. 

“If you take it down, then they have 
the right to put fences up wherever and 
whatever kind they want,” Miller said. “If 
you go down Lilly in Canton there are 15 
different fences and it looks like crap.” 

Ireland was asked for a budget report for 
2013. She said when she looked at all the

things they have made commitments for 
including bond payments, the remainder 
of the intersection, and if they get the 
grant which they applied for, the website, 
the roof repair, property acquisition for 
the sidewalks, that’s spending $5 million, 
leaving a little over $4.5 million. 

“Five million dollars in expenses, $4.5 
million in balance,’ agreed Supervisor 
Combs. 

Ireland said the fence work would come 
off the Belleville Road Streetscape line 
item. 

“This is a critical item as far as the 
township goes,” said DDA Chairman Jere 
Dolph. “It reflects on the township and it 
reflects on us, the DDA as a whole. How 
we’re spending our money. 

“It’s easier to convince the general 
public this is for you. We’re putting in 
the sidewalks for you. We’re putting in 
the fence for you. We’re putting in Ecorse 
Road for you. It’s something that we, the 
township and the DDA are going forward. 
It’s all positive, that’s the important thing,” 
Dolph said. 

Zoo, DIA Millage 

Earlier this year the DDA asked the Zoo/ 
DIA Millage to stay on each meeting’s 
agenda until the issue is settled, since VBT 
DDA is one of the groups bringing a law 
suit over the issue. 

Ireland reported there are a variety of 
bills concerning the zoo millage being 
considered in Lansing, House Bills 4458- 
4463, but if enacted they will only have a 
direct impact going forward. 

“They are still moving ahead with court 
action. I have to compile documents of 
everything the DDA has done since we 
started,” Ireland said. 

“Wasn’t this millage voted on by the 
people? How can we take that money 
away?” asked Miller. 

Ireland explained how the DDA Act is 
written and what the DDA is supposed 
to capture and, “Therefore, you have to 
capture it by law. It doesn’t say P.S. Don’t 
capture the Zoo and the DIA millage. 

“That is what started it ... because we are 
following the law. The County has said you 
are doing it illegally but we’re not doing it 
illegally. We are following the law. It’s not 
that we want to take money from the Zoo 
or the DIA, but there’s nothing that says we 
can give it up, either,” Ireland said. 

“Once we start that, it starts a ball rolling 
with other taxing jurisdictions,’ she 
added. 

Supervisor Combs added: “What a lot 
of the public doesn’t understand, is that 
the very small amount of taxes off of the 
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businesses in the DDA district. It doesn’t 
affect your homeowner taxes or mine. 
They are still going to get my money. It 
only affects that narrow strip for the DDA. 
People ask me that all the time and that’s 
the answer I give them.” 

“Susan, when you compile the list of 
everything the DDA has done, I hope you 
look at the property values not only in the 
DDA, but the increase in property values 
outside the DDA that went up as a direct 
result of the DDA,” said Atchinson. “That’s 
the link that the people are missing.” 

“Correct, and the base value is still being 
submitted to the DIA and the Zoo,” Ireland 
said. 

“I don’t know how long it’s going to take 
me.I’m basically copying every amendment 
every planning, every project we’ve ever 
done, all the minutes, everything going 
back to 1990,” Ireland said. 

She said she will forward the documents 
to attorney McCarthy to fulfill the 
Zoo Authority’s Request to Produce 
Documents. 

“We're following the law, that’s the 
important thing,” Dolph said. 

Township Hall Roof 

The DDA has committed to assist 
paying for work on the township hall roof 
replacement for 75% or an amount not to 
exceed $245,250. 

Ireland reported that Roofing Technology 
Associates is the township’s consultant 
who is preparing plans and specifications 
for the roof work, which is to begin at the 
end of May. Mike Wilkerson of RTA is 
project manager. 

Dave Nummer, engineering consultant 
from Wade Trim, said the initial roof 
presentation to the DDA said there was one 
area on the roof that needed to be replaced 
immediately. There were some other areas 
that needed patches or flashing that would 
last for four or five years, or you could 
replace that. 

The price estimate discussed at the time, 
was the cost to replace all those areas and 
bring the roof back up to a 20-year standard, 
which it should be, Nummer said. 

“When they put the bid documents 
together, I don’t know if there was a 
miscommunication or what, but those areas 
that could be patched they talked about 
being patched rather than replaced. 

“So, the first time they bid it out, the 
bids came back in like, Wow, the price 
is really low. That was because we were 
not replacing those pieces, only patching 
them. 

“Then they came back, redid the bid specs,

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talked to the companies that bid, to get them 
to give us a price like we originally talked 
about. So we didn’t actually add an area. 
We came back to what we originally talked 
about in the first place,” Nummer said. 

“I know Tom (former DPW Director 
MacDonald) talked about five locations 
that were leaking at the time and this 
was before the winter set in,’ Dolph said. 
“There have been no additional problems 
with those areas. The question is, do we 
have to rebid, or do we accept what’s on 
the table now?” 

Nummer said the township board put the 
bid specifications together to get a price to 
replace all the roof. 

“So we’re back to Plan A again, where we 
started,’ Nummer said. 

Aerotropolis 

Ireland reported on the Belleville 
Area Chamber of Commerce’s April 11 
luncheon with Wayne County Executive 
Robert Ficano, which she, Atchinson and 
Richter attended. She said Ficano spoke 
mainly on economic development he 
believes is a result of Aerotropolis (now 
named VantagePort). Aerotropolis expects 
to have its website done by the end of May. 
Aerotroplis cancelled its previous meeting 
because it had expected to be further along 
in its benchmark and marketing strategy 
plan. 

Public Safety Day 

Ireland reported that Van Buren Township 
Public Safety Day is scheduled for Aug. 
10. Atchinson said he heard the Willow 
Run Air Show has been rescheduled for 
Aug. 10 and 11 and Ireland said she would 
look into it. 

Combs said this will seriously hinder the 
Public Safety Department because a lot of 
their officers participated in Public Safety 
Day last year and it was very successful. 

Banners 

The DDA voted to spend $2,368 to 
replace 16 banner arms on eight light poles 
nearest to the Belleville Bridge. Old Glory, 
who has been servicing the 72 poles in the 
DDA district for the past six years, will 
run a durability test on welded and painted 
arms and end caps. 

As reported by the Independent at the 
February DDA meeting, Rich Kennan, 
owner of Old Glory Flags discussed 
problems with the banner arms and end 
caps. The heavy steel banner arms attached 
to the poles break away from fatigue caused 
by the weight and extreme winds coming 
across the lake. 

Ireland also reported that the two incorrect 
light poles in the streetscape have been 
corrected and the broken skirts have been 
repaired. 

Belleville/Ecorse Landscape 

Ireland reported the Ecorse Road South 
Service Drive in front of Stack’s Party Store 
will not be easily accomplished. McKenna 
is proceeding with a landscape plan for the 
Belleville-Ecorse intersection based on the 
revisions Wade Trim made to the plan and 
submitted for approval by Wayne County. 

“This does not mean that the DDA will 


abandon assisting as an advocate for the 
owner of Stack’s,” Ireland wrote in a memo 
to the DDA. 

Ireland said Wayne County is very 
adamant that they do not want to vacate the 
Ecorse Road Service Drive and it’s a State 
road. 

“Personally, I do not think they quite get 
it, but I can’t get them, in enough time, to 
understand the reality versus what they 
think that it is, within the amount of time 
to keep the project on schedule,” Ireland 
told the DDA. 

Ecorse Road Project Report 

Wade Trim’s Dave Nummer and Matt 
Stacey reported traffic has been switched 
from the westbound lanes to the newly 
built eastbound lanes on Ecorse Road. 
Work continues on the second half of the 
boulevard and on the sanitary sewer lines 
heading west past Stack’s. 

The sewer will run under the service drive 
and there are temporary closures limited to 
local traffic. 

Dolph asked if there has been any 
interaction with the residents in that area 
and Stacey said there have been a couple 
of minor issues. 

“Whenever you switch traffic from one 
stage to the next, people just don’t get used 
to where they should be going,” Stacey 
said. 

He said there are some issues with the 
13 or 14 homes on the north side of Ecorse 
road just east of Belleville Road. They 
have direct access to Ecorse Road right 
now and that pavement is being moved 
out. The contractor just installed temporary 
access for them to get out to either Sheldon 
or Edwards, he said. 

Dolph said he received a phone call 
complaining that they had no way to get 
out safely. Stacey said that problem has 
been rectified. They widened the shoulder 
and clarified where the people should be 
going. Dolph said he got back with the 
people and they are happy now.

Toth said Reaume said the throttle stuck 
on the ATV and she couldn’t control it. 
“Apparently, the throttle had stuck 
before,” Det. Toth said. 

He said the tent was full of 10- and 
11-year-old girls. Three of them were 
rushed to the University of Michigan’s 
Mott Children’s Hospital. One suffered 
minor head injuries, another had serious 
injuries to her spleen, and the third girl 
suffered severe head injuries and will have 
to undergo surgery to get a metal plate in 
her head. One woman suffered a fractured 
knee. Reaume, the driver, was not injured. 

Det. Toth said alcohol was present at the

party, which was on private property. She 
was driving an off-road vehicle, which has 
different rules than road vehicles. 

He said alcohol is not considered 
a contributing factor, but police are 
investigating and plan to submit a report to 
the Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office for 
a final review of the incident. 

Det. Toth said police took several photos 
of the ATV and its linkages, but, “I’m not a 
mechanic and we have to rely on the story 
told us.” 

He said she was returning to where the 
campfire was located and the throttle stuck 
open.

It all happened 
so fast and as soon as it happened, I just got 
up and I ran. My adrenaline was running 
and I just called 911,” Reaume said. 

“I feel awful. I feel like it’s my fault,” 
Reaume said on Channel 2. 

Toth said he had been advised Tuesday 
that Channel 4 News would be sending a 
crew over to cover the story, as well.

Motorcyclist dies 
Sunday in Sumpter 


Township accident

Christopher Daniel Gering, age 37, of 
Sumpter Township died in a motorcycle 
accident at about 2:10 am. Sunday 
morning in the 17000 block of Savage, 
south of Bemis. 

Sumpter Township Detective John Toth 
said Gering was riding his motorcycle 
south on Haggerty in Van Buren Township 
with his friends in a vehicle behind him. 

His friends lost sight of him in the curves 
in that portion of Haggerty and came upon 
a big cloud of dust. They stopped, got out, 
found him, and called for help, Det. Toth 
said. 

When they were called to the motorcycle 
accident, Sumpter Township Police and 
Fire were just finishing up their emergency 
work at an ATV accident on Haggerty that 
left five hurt, including four children, Toth 
said.

Southgate woman dies 
in two-car crash on I-94 
west of Rawsonville 


Michigan State Police report that Judy 
Mackenzie, 66, of Southgate died from injuries 
suffered in a two-car accident Thursday on 
1-94 west of Rawsonville Road in Ypsilanti 
Township. 

She was driving a 2001 Dodge Neon that rolled 
over in the median of the freeway, according to 
a State Police news release. 

Fire crews from Van Buren Township attempted 
to extricate Mackenzie, who was pinned in the 
vehicle, but she was soon pronounced dead 
at the scene, according to a fire fighter at the 
scene. 

Mackenzie was wearing a seat belt, according 
to state police. Troopers were first called out 
to the accident on the westbound lanes of I-94 
around 1:30 p.m. 

All lanes of the freeway were closed in both 
directions at Rawsonville Road for about two 
hours, reopening at about 4:40 p.m. 

The second vehicle in the crash was a silver 
2013 Mitsubishi Galant driven by a 26-year-old 
woman from Melbourne, FL. The woman, who 
also was wearing her seatbelt, suffered injuries 
in the crash and was treated at a local hospital, 
according to police. 

A 32-year-old California woman who was 
a passenger in the Mitsubishi did not require 
medical attention. She was wearing her seatbelt, 
as well. 

The crash remains under investigation by the 
state police. 

Besides the state police, VBT fire fighters and 
VBT police, responders to the scene included 
the Washtenaw County Sheriff’s Department, 
Huron Valley Ambulance, and Ypsilanti fire 
fighters.
